Washington, J an. 7 (ZP)—Bi­ 
partisan sentiment dev eloped in 
the new congress today to reduce 
the $8 75,000,000 WPA fund asked 
by President Roosev elt and op­ 
pose his ex pected request that 
the legal limit on the public debt 
be raised. 
Influential members o f a House 
Appropriations 
su b committee, 
which is considering the appro­ 
priation requested to finance 
the WPA until J une 30, predicted 
priv ately 
it would be pared 
sharply / They refrained, how­ 
ev er, from committing 
them­ 
selv es to a definite figure. 
Some said tentativ e amounts 
mentioned 
during 
y esterday ’s 
questioning o f Col. F. C. Harring­ 
ton, the new WPA chief, ranged 
all the way down to $300,000,000. 
Rep. 
Taber 
(R-NY), senior 
minority member o f the group, 
ex pressed the opinion that no 
more than one v ote would be cast 
in the co mmittee for the full 
amount. 
Across the capitol, some Dem­ 
ocratic senators indicated they 
ex pected the house committee to 
trim the President’s estimate 
considerably . 
Sev eral senators and repre­ 
sentativ es said they were puz­ 
zled by a $125,000,000 difference 
between an estimate in the presi­ 
dent’s budget, that $750,000,000 
would be needed for WPA, and 
the $8 75,000,000 figure submitted 
by the President in his special 
relief message. 
It had been suggested in o ffi­ 
cial quarters that the difference 
was to take care o f pro jects for 
which allo catio ns would be made 
but which would no t be complet­ 
ed by J une 30. 
"Senator 
By rnes 
(D-SC), 
a 
member o f the senate appropria­ 
tio ns committee, said, howev er, 
that nev er had been done before 
and contended that regular ap­ 
propriations for the nex t fiscal 
y ear could be used by WPA to 
complete any projects unfinished 
on J une 30. 
“ Before any appropriation is 
made,” By rnes told reporters, 
“ our committee will make a tho r­ 
ough inv estigatio n o f the unex ­ 
pended balances and the allo t­ 
ments that hav e been made.” 
Taber said there was some sen­ 
timent in the house committee

Arridy escaped from a state 
home for mental defectiv es a few 
weeks before Dorothy Drain, 15, 
was slain with a hatchet and 
criminally 
assaulted Aug.

6 (JP)—A 
coroner’s p hy sician who ex am ­ 
ined the “baked” bodies of fou r 
conv icts after they were taken 
from steam -heated cells a t the 
Philadelp hia cou nty p rison last 
Au gu st was su mmoned to the 
m u rder trial of former Dep u ty 
Warden Frank A. Crav en today 
“to tell w hat he fou nd ou t.” 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
John A. Boy le called the p hy si­ 
cian, Dr. M artin F. Crane, in an 
attem p t to acq u aint the 
ju ry 
with conditions in the air-tight 
p u nishm ent cells, which a form­ 
er p rison p hy sician already has 
described as so “damnably hot” 
that “I’ll nev er be able to forget 
it.” 
Dr. Frederick S. Baldi, acting 
su p erintendent since Crav en and 
nine other officers were su sp end­ 
ed in the deaths, told the sev en 
men and fiv e women ju rors y es­ 
terday that when he entered the 
cells immediately after the bod­ 
ies were fou nd his contact with 
the heat was like “walking into a 
brick wall.” 
The 
cells—known 
as 
the 
“Klondike”—are heated by 
a 
battery of radiators. The fou r 
p risoners died while in confine­ 
m ent there with 21 others as 
p u nishm ent for p articip ation in 
a hu nger strike against w hat 
they termed a monotonou s diet. 
Dr. Baldi said the body of one 
of the p risoner’s—Frank Como- 
deca, 
a 
200-p ou nd 
conv icted 
hold-u p m an—was “so tanned” 
tha t “I didn’t recognize him a t 
first. I thou ght he was colored.” 
Crav en is charged sp eciifically 
with 
Comodeca’s death. Fou r 
other 
su sp ended 
officials—in* 
elu ding 
W arden 
William 
B. 
Mills—are charged with mu rder, 
and fiv e gu ards with m anslau gh­ 
ter. They will be tried sep arately . 
The commonwealth contends 
that Crav en was in comp lete 
charge of the p rison a t the time 
of the deaths, bu t tha t he “stood 
callou sly by and let ev ents take 
their tragic cou rse.” 
The former dep u ty warden, 39, 
of mediu m height and weight, 
with small hands and thinning 
brown hair p arted in the middle, 
disp lay ed no emotion du ring the 
first day of testimony .

SILVER PURCHASES 
Newly mined domestic silv er will continu e by 
Presidential p roclam ation to be taken by the 
United States Treasu ry u ntil Ju ne 30 a t the net 
p rice of 6 4.6 4 cents an ou nce, one-half of the 
statu tory v alu e of $1.29 29 for silv er coined a t the 
mint. 
Since the silv er p u rchase act was p assed in 
Ju ne, 19 34, the gov ernment has acq u ired more 
than 1,800,000,000 ou nce# for a total of nearly 
2,500,000,000 and not one of the things claimed 
for it as a recov ery measu re has come to p ass. 
The Administration shares resp onsibility only to 
the ex tent of accep ting the act in the belief of 
forestalling more drastic legislation. 
It is common to sp eak of this hu ge and u n­ 
necessary accu m u lation of silv er as a cost u p on 
gov ernment, bu t that is somewhat erroneou s. 
W hat the gov ernment does is to issu e enou gh 
silv er certificates, in which the silv er is v alu ed 
at Si.29 an ou nce, against the silv er taken a t 
lower p rices to make u p the cost. Ex cep t as these 
certificates may be regarded as a gov ernment 
liability the p u blic debt is not increased. T hat in 
nowise lessens the fallacy of the p u rchase act.

Washing ton — One truly fun­ 
damental chang e in the relief sit­ 
uation as it comes up once more 
is tha t members of Cong ress now 
can look a t the problem with a 
g reater 
deg ree 
of objectiv ity , 
without the need of damning or 
defending Harry Hopkins. 
The chang e may bring calmer 
thinking in the search for solu­ 
tions, ev en thoug h the actual 
facts of relief are as difficult to 
dissolv e as ev er. 
Howev er just or unjust, a g reat j 
many Cong ressmen hav e sus­ 
pected at least a trace of social 
workers’ racket in the setup, and 
Harry Hopkins, himself a social 
worker and chief of the WPA un­ 
til recently , has come to sy mbol­ 
ize whatev er was faulty in it. 
The report of the Senate Elec­ 
tions 
Committee 
scolded 
the 
WPA for what, went on in Ten­ 
nessee and Kentucky during the 
primaries. 
Those are only two states. Sen­ 
ators and representativ es from 
other states hav e complaints, 
most of which they were eag er to! 
lay to Hopkins as he was the one 
public fig ure connected with WPA 
whose name meant something in 
the public prints. 


Confidence In The Army 
Hopkins is now out of relief and 
in the cabinet. Replacing him 
is Colonel Francis C. Harring ton, 
an Army eng ineer. So far a s this 
correspondent’s recollection g oes, 
there is no branch of the g ov ern­ 
ment in which cong ress places 
such trust as in the Army eng i­ 
neers. Probably President Roose­ 
v elt knew that too. Cong ress has 
v oted scores of millions for flood 
control and most members hav e 
been content simply to know tha t 
the Army eng ineers had placed 
an okay on the ex penditure. 
As to relief, the problems of 
1933 still remain. Actual fig ures 
v ary , but the present 10,000,000 
or more of unemploy ed is prob­ 
ably within two or three million 
of the 19 32-33 peak. Costs of ex ­ 
tending relief hav e 
adv anced 
steadily , in part due to the 
g reater ex haustion of the poor 
man s resources, and in part to 
the insistence of the administra­ 
tion tha t workers on relief were 
entitled to better than a dole in-j 
come. 
As Col. Harring ton took ov er, 
WPA rolls were near an all time! 
peak at abov e 3,000,000. While 
WPA workers were mov ing into 
priv ate industry at the rate of! 
200,000 a month, others 
were; 
displaced and coming on 
the 
rolls at the rate of 300,000 aj 
month as Cong ress met. 
Few, if any , Cong ressmen ad­ 
v ocate outrig ht termination of 
relief. But part and parcel of the 
relief theory has been tha t the 
ex penditures primed the pump 
of industry , creating more pri­ 
v ate jobs. This has been one of 
the arg uments in support 
of 
maintaining the costlier work re­ 
lief in contrast with the ha lf-a s- 
costly direct relief. One g roup of 
administration and cong ression­ 
al adv isors still arg ues for con­ 
tinued pump priming but oth-| 
ers, noting the persisting hig h 
unemploy ment 
lev els, 
n ow 
doubt that it works so well. 


Seek Big Income J ump 
More than ev er a search is be4 
ing made to incite an increase in 
the national income from the 
present $6 0,000,000,000 lev el to) 
something between $8 0,OOO,OOO, 
- j 
OOO and $100,000,000,000 where it 
is considered certain the 
de-* 
mand for help would be so g reat 
that only the utterly unemploy ­ 
able would remain on relief. 
That is why , as the relief prob­ 
lem comes up for its ninth y ear, 
Cong ress is looking to other way s 
of meeting the situation. 
Already formal or informal a t­ 
tention has been g iv en to such 
approaches as: 
Tax reduction rewards to com­ 
panies with employ profit shar­ 
ing plans. 
Similar awards to companies 
scrapping old machines for new,; 
with consequent stimulation of 
the heav y g oods industries. 
Complete elimination of the 
corporate surplus profits tax . 
Reduction of upper bracket in­ 
come tax es with a v iew to be­ 
stirring enterprises to undertake 
new v entures. 
Elimination of tax -ex empt se­ 
curities to block this “ escape” far 
lazy or nerv ous capital. 
But when Cong ress ends there 
will be a WPA—with money to 
spend. 


DETHRONEMENT OF WALLY 
In the annu al p oll of the Paris dressmakers, 
the Du chess of Windsor has ju st been dethroned 
as q u een of fashion, being ranked second to 
Mme. Antenor Patino, Sp anish “tin p rincess,” 
who was selected for top p osition in the list of 
the world’s ten best-dressed women. 
Those who hav e tears to shed shou ld shed 
them now. This, it seems, is the beginning of the 
end. Little more than a y ear ago the Du chess 
of Windsor was a woman arou nd whom world 
history had mov ed. Becau se of her a King, m on­ 
arch of an emp ire u p on whose v ast domain the 
sun nev er set, abdicated his throne. Her name 
was on the lip s of ev ery one. There were fears 
that old England wou ld nev er w eather the a t­ 
tendant storm, that it wou ld go the way of 
Ninev eh and Ty re, tha t an American woman 
would p rov e the cau se of its destru ction. 
Bu t, in accordance with tradition, England has 
manag ed to mu ddle throu gh. The new King has 
risen to his p osition and his resp onsibilities q u ite 
satisfactorily . The old one has gradu ally faded 
from the p u blic v iew, and become a rather ob­ 
scu re figu re, mov ing abou t restlessly from Paris 
to Cannes, and to Nice, from p alace to chateau , 
p athetic and ev en tragic, a m an withou t a 
country . 
And now comes the u nkindest cu t. The Du ch­ 
ess of Windsor, the cau se of earth-shaking de­ 
v elop ments, has lost her throne to a Sp anish 
lady named Mme. Antenor Patino, whom nobody 
knows. Life is indeed a cru el bu siness.
